“ By careful calculation I know that 
the city lost $500,000 last year by being 
so handicapped with 
the lone track. 
Of th at sum $300,000 would have been 
paid out in wages.

M ontana and Stone of Missouri, were 
paired in favor of the treaty, and three 
Dem ocrats, O verm an, M cL aurln and 
Martin, w ere paired ag ain st It, so in 
th e total vote IG D em ocrats w ere for 
th e treaty and 17 a g a in st it. 
The only o th er vote was 
on the 
am endm ent offered by S en ato r Bacon 
providing for an arra n g e m e n t to com 
pensate Colombia for Kiss of the ter 
ritory of Panam a. 
T h is was rejected 
bya vote of 24 to 49. 
E verything Is ready for the speedy 
consum ation of the 
P an am a 
canal 
treaty, and both th e w ar aud sta te de­ 
p a rtm en ts have m ade p reparations for 
th e next step, the form er by the dis 
patch of troops to the isth m u s and tho 
la tte r by the com pletion of arran g e 
m en !s for the ex ch an g e of ratifica­ 
tions of the treaty, which m ust lake 
place In W ashington. 
T h ere 1s no 
reason why this cerem ony should not 
occur within th e next 48 hours.
